on the part of the inhabitants. That ill-impression was intensified

quainted with the brush of the painter. The back yards were 
‘convenient dumping-grounds for garbage and breeding places for 
> flies and the front lawns in most cases knew not the mower or the 
artistic arrangement of flowers and shrubbery. The public 
schools were but the reflection of the sordid and uninviting con- 
ditions that surrounded them and were badly ventilated, inade- 
quately heated and improperly lighted. 

A unanimous pessimism seemed to settle down upon the cit- 
izens and take full possession. There was no co-operation, no co- 
hesion, no co-ordination of forces. That great progressive force 
that we call public spirit was unknown. Doleful Jeremiahs, crepe- 


hangers, knockers, destructive critics and bad advertisers-chant- _ 


ed their dirges and did their best to hasten the doom they so in- . 
industriously predicted. CSTE £ 
Small wonder was it that the ambitious and enterprising 
young men left the scene for something more alluring. Chicago, 
Winnipeg, Vancouver, San Francisco and Los Angeles gained 
that restless energy and driving force that were so badly needed — 
and so little appreciated back here at home. 
To-day these hopeful migrants.are coming back in great num.- 
bersto the old home. For the most.part.they have splendidly suc- 
ceeded. Their coming stirs up the vain but inevitable question—

CORN FIELD MOISTURE 


MAX BE PRESERVED DURING 
THE DRY SEASON. 


Cultivation or Intertillage the Thing 
—How Moisture Evaporates—Cual- 
tivate Frequently Bat Not 
—Parasites All 

(Contributed by Ontario Departibent of 

Agriculture, Toronte.) 


Cultivating, or ERE 20 
generally practiced with corn growing 
that we assume it is necessary for 
growth and do not stop to ask the 
Teason. But there are several rea- 
sons, the most important of which 
are to conserve moisture and to de- 
stroy the competing weeds that the 
corn may have the best possible 
chance to develop. 
Intertillage Beneficial. 

Intertillage also assists the freeing 
Of plant food and an open or loose 
surface soll will, In case of heavy 
rain, take up and hold more moisture 
than a hard or uacultivated surface. 
As fast as moisture evaporates from 
the surface more water moves UP 
from below. This is as nature {n- 
tended it should pe, and was quite 
the right thing when the soll surface 
ia covered with decaying leaves and 
growing vegetation. But under our 
crop growing systems of to-day 
whore we reduce the soll to an abso- 
lutely bare condition, end then plant 
corn with the object of growing corn 
and nothing else on the land, we must 
save the molsture, prevent its escape 
from the soll intil the corn plant 
develops a root system extensive 
enough that no moisture may pass 
from the soll surface. We know that 
moisture is lost from the fallow field 
if there is no cultivation during the 
warm dry weather, and we know that 
tillage practiced oa the bare fallow 
field will retain the soll In a Inellow

A similar pan of 
water set In the corn field or wheat 
field where st Is protected by the 
growing crop will not lose as much 
in a week. From the foregoing it 
will be noted that the most Import- 
ant tillage to save the moisture for 
the corn plant Is done previous to the 
time that the plant has attained a 
height of 212 or 15 inches. When the 
corn Is that high it has developed. a 
root system large enough to prevent 
loss of soll molsture.

Both a 
first and second walls were standing a 
the time of Christ and theeplace of 
crucifixion and burial must have been 
dutside them. 

Some écholars have contended that 
the site of the Holy Sepulchre is im- 
possible because it is shut within an- 
cient Jerusalem, it being known that 
etucifixions did not take place within 
the city walls. Adherents of this view, 
especially a large number of the Eng- 
lish community, who have always en- 
(ertained doubts about the location of 
the Holy Sepulchre, sce further con- 
firmation in the discovery of what is 
believed to be ihe third wall.

She was garbed in a short 
skirted dress with broad felt hat and 
wore puttees and stout shoes. Mr. 
Le Roux wore short trunks much 
lke the Indian Army summer uni- 
form.» ** 

They have not yet accepted a lift. 
‘They have signatures of course from 
every place they have reached and 
to-llay they showed the seal of Belle 
vill and the signatures of Mr. Holmes 
and Mayor Mikel. 

They .go on to Toronto. They will 
maake the Coast this fall and start 
for New Zealand and Australia. 
They want to get home by Jan. 1, 
1928. 

They are Kimberley people. They 
sailed from Delagoa Bay and landed 
‘at Suez. Then they hiked to Cairo 
and Alexandria. Took boat for Malta 
and then to Naples. From there 
they did Italy and tramped over the 
Alps and ugh the Continent to 
Amsterdam, crossing to England.

Premier Hertzog though he is a Na- 
tlonalist is a good man in the saddlo 
at Pretoria and he cannot be bought, 
said Mr. Le Roux. He said there 
‘was now no such thing as unemploy 
ment in South Africa. 

Like her husband, Mrs, Le Roux 
isa fluent speaker and good con- 
versationalist and they make a good 
deal of money by lectures. They 
of course are writing their trip, and 
sell post cards.

Grading cream and paying for it on » 
graded basis will be introduced in the 
creameries of this‘ province early in 
1926: It is therefore important that 
ream producers become familiar with 
the standard for the different grade: 
and plan how they can produce cream 
that will bring the highest price. Grad- 
ing the cteam and paying for it on: 
graded basis provides at once three 
markets for cream; one fog special 
grade, one for lst grade and one for 
2nd grade cream. It is the farmer’ 
privilege to produce cream to suit any 
one of the markets. 

If he produces’ special grade cream, 
he will be rewarded’ by receiving the 
highest possible price, If he produces 


slightly lower price. If = second grade 
‘ream is produced, # atill lower price 
will have to be accepted. Off grade 
ercam is of little value and should be 
returned. The care given the cream 
will decide which market it will sell in. 
Therefore the cream producer who makes 
proper arrangements for taking care of 
his cream will be rewarded by roceiv- 
ing a better price than the man. who 
will not go to any expense in taking 
care of his cream. The grade standard 
and the differences in prices ate as fol- 
lows: 
Special Grade 


This grade shall include any lot of 
cream which is clean in flavor, of uni- 
form consistency and suitable for mak- 
ing butter ofthis grade. Its acidity 
shall not be more than thirty-one hun- 
dredths (30 pc.) of one per cent at 
the time of being graded at the cream: 
ery where it is to be made into butter, 
First Grade 


This grade shall include wny lot , of 
cream which is reasonably clean in fla- 
vor, of uniform consistency and suil- 
abue for making butter of this grade 
Its acidity shall not be more than six- 
ty-one hundredths (60 p.c.) of one per 
cent. at the time of being graded at the 
creamery where it is to be made into 
butter.

For many. years past, attempts 
have been made to acclimatize cattle 
exported from the Channel Island 
of Jersey into. eastern countries. 
The British exiles in India, anxious 
to drink the delicious milk of Jersey 
cows, have imported these animals, 
Gourmets, and bent on savoring a 
more satisfacory butter than that 
which is made from buffaloes’ milk, 
haye begged the dairy farmer to fill 
his stalls with Jersey-bred cattle. 
The white men who earn their-living} 
in .Burma, Ceylon, Siam,. Java and} 
Malaya, knowing a good thing when 
they taste it, have swelled the cry 
But all in vain. The dairy people 
aware from experience . that ‘these 
cows will not.thrive in the tropics! 
decline to waste money. The Exypt-| 
ian milk dealers also refuse to ac-: 
commodate their British customers,! 
of whom there are a considerable! 
number, “Cows produced from the! 
south of France”, they declare,| 
“answer the purpose.” 

So far as Siam is concerned the 
buffalo alone can stand the appaling 
enervating heat which endures all! 
the ycar round. The other eastern 
countries however, possess mountain 
“stations” many hundreds of feet! 
above sea level where the Jersey 
cow might be expectd to flourish. 
Unfortunately, ‘pasturage resembling: 
the rich Channel Island grass and/ 
clover fields (which by the way are, 
manured with a preparation of burnt 
seaweed) does not exist, In the 
Himalayas, as well as in the mount- 
ains of Ceylon, Java,and Malaya, one 
occasionally comes across a few Jer- 
sey cows. But the pasture fails to 
agree with them and their milk is 
not what it should be. And, worse 
still, they die prematurely for want 
of proper nourishment. | 






An Unfortunate Speculation 


These cows are imported by Pros- 
perous white officials, sea planters 
and retired military officers who, 
having long since lost touch with 
England, elect to end their days in 
the “hills”, as even the most lofty 
peaks in the Himalayas are known. 
There lives, for example, at the foot 
of Mount Everest, a ninety-year-old 
general who fought in the Indian 
Mutiny of . 1854. For close upon 
forty years the aged man has led a 
hermit’s life, farming -on a small 
scale and interesting himself in his 
dairy. In the remote past he sent 
to Jersey for thirty head of cattle, 
hoping to breed and to make count- 
less rupees by filling the needs’ of 
Anglo-Indians all over the country. 
Most of the animals quickly died off, 
the calves did not thrive, and the un- 
dertaking was a dead failure. To- 
day, the descendents of the herd are 
limited to one cow,*whose milk has 
little of the true Jersey flavor; de- 
cidedly a disappointing experience. 

Better luck has attended a Cey- 
lon tea planter who leads a pleasant 
if uneventful life under the shadow 
of Adam’s Peak, where, according to 
the Buddahist priests, the ark rest- 
ed. Rejoicing in three Jersey cows 
he does a thriving business, supply- 
ing his white neighbors for miles: 
around. Heat being unknown at 
this attitude, the milk and butter 
travel well.

The Jersey breed has been introd- 
uced into North Africa, though with 
out success, the. heat of summer hav 
ing played the very mischief with it, 
In the Highlands of British East 
Africa, however, they do better, fot 
if the pasturage leaves something to 
be desired during the dry season, it 
proves nutritious for a-number of 
months. The native cow keepers do 
not aspire to importing these cattle 
indeed, the best educated amongst 
them have not the least idea where 
the Channel Islands are situated. 
The white settlers , of whom there 
are a number in Kenya Colony, alone 
favor Jersey corer butter being 
immensely esteen In such re- 
quest is it held ‘that a few pounds

Those who have made intel- 
lectual friendship with Charles Lamb 
igh Hunt and William Harlitt need 
ho telling that they have access to 
some of the best essays in the Eng- 
lish language—literary — treasures 
that are bound to last. Hazlitt was 
Born in 1778. His work covers the 
first quarter of the nineteenth cen- 
tury. He heard Coleridge preach 
and was a friend of the Lake Poets.

Crowd in Streets  Spell- 
bound as Thugs Make 
Getaway 





Winnipeg, Aug. 15.—Five daring 
bandits executed one of the boldest 
coupes ever pulled off in Winnipeg 
when they held up and robbed Dick 
Shaw, Cashier of the Winnipeg Elec- 
rit Railway Company, xbout ten 
o'clock this morning of $87,478. 
The robbers escaped in the railway 
company’s car which they later 
abandoned. Returning from the 
bank with a bag full of money, the 
monthly wages of .the staff; nearly 
$150,000, Shaw was surrounded by 
five men as he stepped from the Com 
pany’s automobile in which he had 
made the trip. With a gun thrust at 
his head, Shaw refused to hand over 
the cash of which he was custodian, 
whereupon one of five rabbers alug- 
ged him over the head with the butt 
end of a revolver, With Shaw un- 
conscious on the pavement, while 
hurrying throngs stood aghast at the 
daring hold up. the five bandits leap- 
ed into the car and ordered the 
driver to “go like Hell’S 

An immediate alarm started a hot 
pursuit. Police on motor cycles and 
in automobiles and citizens in com- 
mandeered lars joined in the chase. 

Waving _about in maze of down 
town streets direct sight of the rob- 
bers was lost in a few minutes. 
After a ride of approximately half 
an hour the company’s car was aban- 
dened by the bandits and the driver 
returned to company’s offices where 
he was interrogated by the police.

This is the season when wild 
mushrooms are being gathered 
in large numbers in the woods 
and open fields. But the only 
safe way to avoid being poison. 
ed through these is to get some 
good boks on mushrooms and 
identify each specimen or have 
them identified. Some of the 
popular tests are dangerous. 
Although the number of species 
that cause death if eaten is not 
large, ‘ nevertheless a consider- 
able number contain minor poi- 
sons that might prove fatal to 
children or those of delicate con 
stitution. 

One popular but very danger- 
ous rule to ascertain the edibil- 
ity of the varieties gathered is 
that if the skin can be peeled 
from the cap it is good. The 
most poisonous varieties will 
peel, Another rule is boiling 
specimens in salt water. No 
amount of boiling in fresh or 
salt water will remove poison 
from the deadly varieties that 
are to be found in considerable 
numbers now.

Operation Reported at Lille, 
France, Cures Mentally 
Defective Girl 





Paris, Aug. 119—Nearly five months 
ago a gland taken from the neck of a 
beheaded criminal was transferred to a 
mentally defective girl. 

Dr. Rene Lefort, professor of medicino 
at Lille, with his chief assistant, Gene 
Piquette, operated on the child, whose 
thyroid was insufficient, and installed 
the thyroid gland of the man just guil- 
lotincd.

The progress of the grafted gland was 
carefully watched..

An increase in power has been made in 
the engine of the Special Six which gen- 
crates 60 horse power, has a speed of 70 
miles an hour and 140 foot pounds en- 
gine torque, This great power has been 
developed with an increase in compres- 
sion, and only cight per ent increase 
in the bore.

A GREAT PHYSICIAN'S RELIGION 

Physicians ‘to the body sometimes give advice to 
the soul from out their large experience, and of these 
was “the Grand Old Man of British Medicien,” Sir 
was “the Grand Old Man of British Medicine,” Sir 
Clifforrd Allbutt, the Regius Professor at Cambridge 
University, who went recently to prove his belief in 
God and a hereafter, says a writer in The British 
Churchman, His writings, we aré told, won him a 
wide reputation. Once; after he was cighty years old, 
he ventured into the pulpit of St. Edward’s church 
in Cambridge, and of the sermon he preached then 
the following notes were printed after his death. We 
quote from the Churchman (Episcopal): 


.“I desire from the retrospect of a long life,.to 
Rive you some thoughts on religion from a lay- 
man’s point of vicw. Comparing the. religious 
teaching I used to hear when young with that I» 
hear today, it seems hardly possible that both 
could be put forth by the same church, The 
change is largely due to an alteration in the re- 
lations of religion to science. To me as a scientific 
man the supposed conflict between science and 
religion never caused any alarm. It would. be wick- 
ed to forget that reason is a faculty given to us 
by God Himself, and that Christianity iteelf 
™must move with the great current of human 
thought and development: We feel (even when we 
have no emotions that rise into rapture) a stirring 
within our hearts, continuous and certain, which 
claims to rule our lives. Like the inborn gifts of 
skill in art or music, it may be developed by cul- 
tivation or extinguished by neglect. If we culti- 
vate it, we come to recognize in it the influence 
of an indwelling God. Even outside the pale of 
Christianity that inner influence is felt by many 
holy men. 

“If Christendom will abandon its two-thousand- 
year-old habit of internal controversy, and con- 
centrate itself upon developing this inborn sense 
of the indwelling God, it will attain its ancient 
and fundamental aim of Christian unity. 

“In the slums of London I have wandered 
through crowds of unruly and profane people, and 
have asked myself if such as they could be chil- 
dren of God. I have afterwards learned from Sal- 
vation Army officers that many of. these slum peo- 
ple would give their last shilling to a friend in 
distress or would take in a sick neighbor and 
support him out of thcir own earnings, 

“Religion, thus, is not a matter of rites and 
ceremonies. I concede that there arc many per-. 
sons to whoce fcclings of devotion these are help- 
ful and indispensable. Yet many others like myself 
find within the plain walls of awhitewashed 
room a dircet access to God. Prayer is not a thing 
only for fixed hours or for sacred places. In the 
street or railway station or the market. palce you 
may breathe » momentary prayer, und you will 
feel happier for a whole hour afterwards. There 
is nothing incongruous in a silent aspiration raised 
to God whilst you are selling ribbons in a shop 
or advising clients in an office or prescribing at 
2 patient’s bedside.”

He at once 
raced to the rear of his house and saw 
that his barn, only three feet away from 
the outhouse would soon be in flames. 
He gave the alarm to the neighborhood. 

From there, a still south-west wind 
raced the tongues of flame and burn- 
ing embers to the surrounding property, 
and, in a few minutes, the houses and 
barns mentioned were raging furnaces. 
BACK TO GET MONEY 

Mr. Parliament, housekeeper of Mr. 
FaFricy, was out of the house almost at 
once, with fright, but ran back, regard- 
less of the flames to attempt a rescue of 
furniture and personal effects. LL. 
(Silver) Watts, and Palmer 
volunteers from the first of the fire, 
went into the house twice and forcibly 
brought the aged woman out, No one 
saw her go in for the last time. She had 
been told that she wguld not be permit- 
ted to do so. In the excitement she was 
not missed, and the first intimation of. 
her death came with the discovery of 
her torso in the ruins, : 

The only motive which her employer 
could offer for her persistance in re-enter 
ing was to secure money hidden away in 
her room. Mr. Farley said that he had 
paid her $15 a month for an even year 
and that only a few days ago the total of 
her earnings had reached $180. If she 
ever put any of it in the bank, Mr. 
Farley didn't know it, and he is strong- 
ly of the opinion that she had it all in 
cash, and that her last entry to tho 
house was to get it. 

A HEROIC BATTLE 

With three houses and two bams doom

“At the great: gathering at which 1 
was entrusted with this emblem of the 
kings of France I was charged to say 
that the town of Hastings gave you 
back the shicld with feelings of friend- 
ship’ and of reaf affection; that they 
give it back as an carnest of their in- 
tense desire to sce unity and brother- 
hood throughout the Empire and that 
they send it as a symbol of the lasting 
friendship between England and 
France of which Quebce should “be for 
all time the binding link. 

“I could not fail to be deeply moved 
and impressed, when, in that old town 
(the premier Cinque port, and standing 
close to the spot where William the 
Norman in 1066 depended upon the 
coast of England with his Norman and 
Breton followers and completely de- 
feated the English under Harold) that 
I should be entrusted: with the interest- 
ing symbol which I now hand over to 
you feeling sure that it’ will be reeciv- 
ed with the same feelings of goodwill 
and esteem as those which prompted 
the donors.

Work will commence on the erec- 
tion of the new nine class roam Se- 
parate Schoql in the Parish of St. 
Peter-In-Chains, Trenton, immediat- 
ely. The contracts have been award 
ed and General Contractor Mr. Don- 
ald Ross of Brockville, whose tender 
has been accepted, is in Trenton this 
sftemmoon making final arrange- 
ments for a start. 

The local firm of architects, Thom- 
son & Johnson, submitted plans 
which have been accepted and on 
these plans, Contractor Ross will 
proceed. In conversation with The 
Intelligencer this morning, Mr. Arm- 
old Thomson told of having received 
notification that his firms plans had 
been accepted last night. 

TOTAL COST $70,000 

Plumbing, heating and ventilation 
system will be installed by Howe) 
& Hagerman of this city, associat- 
ed with Angus Cook Company of - 
Trenton, those two firms having been 
awarded the contract, from the num 
ber which tendered. This work will 
be installed on a percentage basis. 
Howe & Hagerman Company’s con- 
tract will be for a $15,000 job. 

The balance of the work of con- 
struction will. be done by general 
contractor Ross, whose work will 
even include the wiring of the build- 
ing. 

The total construction cost of St.

ment. The advantage of the ramp - 


over tho staircase lies in the elimina- 
tion of danger of children crowding 
and falling, and are such that small 
children can be marched to thelr class 
rooms without noise. By their use for 
purposes of fire drill, the school may 
be emptied in much less time than 
where stairs are used.

“Lhe 
brightest scientific minds of the day are 
dealing with the dangers that threaten 
not only the apple crop but all other 
sources of food supply. The sprayer 
that has eaved so many orchards from 
ruin has been supplemented by the 
“duster” whick~ is coming more and 
more into gencral use among fruit grow- 
ers. 


ONE ORCHARD EXAMPLE 

§. N. Sexsmith,’ who resides in Mur- 
say Township, near Trenton, and who is 
a brother of J. A. Sexsmith, ex-M.P, 
for East Peterboro, has an orchard that 
contuins 24 acres and to which he de 
votes all his working time. Half of 
the trees are Spies, the balance Snows, 
Baldwins, and various other varictics. 
The ground is cultivated with a tractor 
ind dise constantly, it is entirely free 
‘rom weeds, and no attempt is made to 
yrow a crop of any kind among the 
‘rees. Sustaining the trees is regarded 
\s a sufficient tax upon the Jand. 


SCIENTIST SENT FOR 

A short time ago when the orchardists 
in that district began to hope that the 
danger, point for the season had been 
passed, traces of the codling moth were 
noticed in the orchard of Mr, Sexsmith, 
ind others in that vicinity. The-fruit 
men at once sent for a famous entomo- 
logist whose home is in Indianapolis, 
Ind., and who came to the Trenton dis- 
trict at once. 


After making an investigation, ‘the|- 


scientist recommended that the duster 
be sct to work at‘once. and his advice 
was taken. This machine is a costly 
affair that blows a powder upon the 
trees, the pressure required being be- 
tween three and four hundred pounds 
to the square inch, so that operating 
the machine is a task entailing consid- 
erable risk. The machine passes down 
between the rows dusting the trees on 
either side. The chemical used to kil 
the insects cost $160 « ton. 

This duster is generally operated in 
the night time when the air is perfcet- 
ly still and the foliage is damp with 
dew so that the powder sticks to the 
leaves. It docs not supplant the spray- 
er, which is used early in the season be- 
fore the trees are in leaf. The duster 
is effective only when the foliage i: 
dense enough to hold the powder 

Some idea of what the modera apple 
grower is up against may be gathered 
from the above, but such treatment of 
orchards is casential if the apples are 
to find a place in the export market. 


i FRUIT PROSPECTS 

The estimated yield from Mr. Sex- 
smith’s 24 acres of orchard is 3000 bar- 
rels, There is a heavy demand for bar 
tels in which to ship the crop from that 
district. Early in the season contracts 
for barrels were taken by the manu- 
facturer at Trenton at 75 cents each, 
but now the price has been mised to 
80 cents, with prospects that it will ro) 
still higher,

CHANGE IS COMING 


Britain Like America May Self-Supporting Transporta 


Now: Make ’Em Pay 
To Look On. 


—— 


London, Aug. 28—The British are 
about to adopt the American custom 
of charging admission to watch golf 
championships. They do not like to have 
to di it, for it means the passing of an- 
ather of their traditions, Everyone inter- 
ested in the game realizes that something 
Tust be done to restrict the size of the 
swarming crowds on the championship 
courses, crowds’ which in recent years 
have increased from a few hundred to up 
wards of 30,000, of whom a great many 
i their eagerness to sce everything poe 
sible forget all ‘about etiquetie: 

Before the war, when golf was to a 
great extent limited to the more leisurr- 
ly and comfortably fixed classes, the 
ghampionships drew only.a few hundred 
or ‘at most a few thousind spectators. 
The galleries were casy to handle, expec 
ially in England where the classes and 
the masses are easily disciplined and 
keeping order is a national trait. [ut 
sinc the war with American delegations 
coming over annually to try for both the 
open snd amateur titles, the champion- 
ships have the flavor of an international 
fight and people who hardly. know the 
difference between a mashie and a bun- 
ker have joined the ewelling, scurrying 
crowds that race along fairways and 
rough to watch the stars of the game at 
their labors. 

Annually the situation has grown 
worse. When Hagen made his gallant 
but losing round on the Iast sfternoon 
of the Troon championship two years ago 
pethaps 12000 tramped and raced after 
and in front of him.

L’Action Catholique today states that 
dissolution will be announced on Sep- 
tember 12, and that Premier King has 
Siled a meeting of the Cabinet for Mon 
day next, when the question of elec- 
tions during the coming fall will be dis 
cussed at length. 

Premier King, the despatch 
out, is to address a meeting at North 
York on September 5, when he will re- 
view the legislation enacted during the 
last session, and at the same time give 
an account of his stewardship since Janu 
ary, 1922, 5 

If the Government decides to hold 
office for another session, the Prime 
Minister will advance his reasons as to 
why elections should not take place bee 
fore next year. If, on the other hand, 
it is decided to appeal to the people this 
year, the date will be announced a few 
days Iater. It is probable that Premier 
King, after his retum to Ottawa from 
Quebee on September 9, will announce 
the dissolution of Parliament between 
September 12 and 15. 

Mr. King, continues the despatch con 
trary to the policy followed by Mr. 
Meighen in 1921, will make no minister. 
ial shuffles, but will go to the people 
with the Sabinet as it is now constituted, 
except that a minister will probably sit 
as‘senator for a shor period. Premier 
Dunningfi, of Saskatchewan, has decided 
to remain at the head of the provincial 
Cabinet, but he will Icnd all his sup- 
port to Mackenzie King. ‘The cam- 
paign will open .in Toronto, where a 
monster mecting will be held by the 
Prime Minister, after whcih Mr. King 
will hold a meeting in Montreal and an 
other in Quebec, subsequently going 
through the Maritime Provinces and

This was one of the interesting 
statements made last night by Miss 
Duff, Field Secretary of the Provincial 
W.C.T.U. the local branch of which 
held a meeting at the Y.M.C.A. at that 
time. : 

Whiskey and othor distilled Uquors 
were sald to be the only ones which 
would cause drunkenness explained 
the speaker, but it was known that 
there was much drunkenness prior to 
the first distillatfon of li-uor, As a 
result, it was folly to suppose that 
lighter spirits than’ distilled lquors 
would not cause intoxication, 

TRIP JS REVIEWED . 

Miss Duff gave an account of her 
recent trip to Europe in the inter- 
ests of prohibition, She went primar. 
ily to Edinburgh to attend the world 
convention of the W.C.T.U., and after 
it was over, toured the continent In 
search of data. 

She told of the closed “pubs” In 
the Clyde ship yard district. In thelr. 
Place are now found recreations halls 
for the men, where © they have © tea’ 
served to them. 

The convention yas held In a hall 
bulit by a brewer, who had ‘lost his 
grip on business. Dr. Anna Gordon of 
the United States was the president of 
the organization, and conducted the 
convention, 

The delegates of each country rep-* 
resented—and most of.them were— 
fcllowed their national habits while in 
the city, and dressed In their own way. 
This made a very picturesque scene, 


ON THE CONTINENT a 

From there Miss Duff went to Ger 
many, where she found that there 
were over three million “Wandering 
Bats"—so-called—whose motto is to 
make Germany dry. In Italy it was 
found thst the percentage of abstain. 
ers had risen from 17 per cent to 28 
ber cent. In the wat 10 years. 

Back overland to France, where the 
Progress was slower, the aftuation was 
discussed. Miss Duff mentioned the 
Dresence of temperance hotels in Eur 
epe, and asked that when members 
of the W.C.T.U. traveled that they 
would stay at such hotels. 

FOR THE CHILDREN 

The thought was given that the 
work beng done today was for the 
People of fifty y§ars from now—the 
children of today. “To whom do tho 
next fifty years belong, if not to them?’ 
she asked. 

In regavd to the general situation In 
England she admitted that often tho 
boats which carried the Temperance 
workers to Europe also carried in thelr 
holds Canadian whiskey and beer, 

“What are we going to do about it ” 
was her query. For one thing, tho 
most influential people in England 
were on the sido of temperance. Sho 
cited Lady Astor, hated by the whis. 
key trade, as an example. 

Yet there was much to be done— 
the drink bill of England was 307 mil 
Hons last year. The only way to se 
cure effective action against the trade 
was to be united the world over, or, 
as Lady Astor expressed It,” United in 
spirit against spirits.” 

AS TO CANADA 

As to Canada, Miss Doff said that 
the people had relaxed their efforts af- 
ter the passage of the’O.T.A, and that 
the enemies of purity were banded to 
gether for the purification of the good 
work alrady done, 

She said that Colonel Curry of Tor. 
onto, now at Ottawa, hai knocked the 
O.T.A. at every chance, and advocated 
Government control, This, according 
to Miss Duff, was because the Colonel 
Owns & distillery. 

In order to combat these tendencies, 
campaigns were necessary fn the Sun.

France can afford to pay the United States what 


that country demands, and agrees to .do so, she is 




















BRITAIN IN PALESTINE ‘ 


British administration of the mandated territory of 
Palestine has been subjected to criticism not only 
from inveterate anglophobes but also from Palestinian 
Zionists. These latter critics are men who, ardently 
desiring the realization of the Zionist dream of trans- 
forming Palestine into a distinctively Jewish country, 
the national home of the Jewish race, are impatient 
with the rate of progress being made towards the 
realization of that ideal. They want the thing done 
tight. away. The rather émportant fact that the coun- 
try is now peopled by some 600,000 Arabs whose an- 
cestors have been there for many centuries counts 
for little with these impatient Zionists, who think 
it is Britain's duty to clear out these intruders some- 
how and make room for all the Jews who wish to en- 
ter the promised land. f 

Such sentiments were expressed at the Zionist con- 
ventin in Vienna the ther day. But Britain found a 
firm champion in Dr, Chalm Weissman, perhaps the 
most universally revered Zionist in the world. Dr. 
Weissman severely rebuked the critics. “It is to the 
eternsl credit of the British empire,” he said, “that 
it has attempted to solve our difficult problems with 
justice.” He pointed out that the key to the situa- 
tion is in the cultivation of real friendship and co- 
operation with the Arabs, thereby opening up the 
Near East to Jewish initiative, adding: “Palestine 
must be bult up without infringing a hair-breadth on 
legitimate Arab interests.” 

These sentiments are in harmony with British ad- 
ministrative policy, which is, to develop Palestine as 
a national home for the Jewish race as far and as 





















fast as that can be done without interfering with the 


legitimate claims of the Arab inhabitants. 





A QUEEN VISITS EX-KAISER

is a personal friend of the ex-Kaiser. She visits him 
on #n average once every two months and stays to 
lunch with him.

MANUFACTURERS BUILDING 

With this delightful impression one 
enters the thirty-three acres of grounds 
There are three. main buildings directly 
in front of the entrance. : 

The Manufacturers’ Building is impos 
ing.in size, and the long side of it is pre 
rented to the entrance gate, with good 
effect. - 

The color scheme of this as well as of 
all the buildings on the grounds, is yel- 
low, with brown trimmings, the roofs 
are light red. The harmony can not be 
visualized by any but artists; the eye 
is the only medium which can adequ- 
ately convey the effect. 

‘The Manufacturer’ Building is 60 x 
100 feet. On the inside are lattice frames 
resting on the upper beams of the ceil- 
ing. The frames are for the decorations, 
and the whole interior can be made to 
any given coloring which is deemed suit 
able.

Pie Comes Into Own 
Now Called Real Food 
As Result of Tects 


Chicago, Aug. 31.—Along with 
the New England breakfast menu, 
Chicago may become one of the 
Principal supporters of ple. Six 
months’ experimenting just conclud- 
ed here has advanced pie from the 
dessert column to near the top of the 
list of foods. 4 

The tests were cUhducted by Ros- 
coe H, Shaw, nutrition expert for 
the American Baking Association, 
with the collaboration of two groups 
of albino rats, Half the animals 
were fed custard pie and the others 
rice, potatoes, cabbage, spinach, 
bread, As a result, Mr. Shaw gives 
his fellow humen beings the finding 
that pie is food and that certain pas- 
tries are about as nearly complete in 
food balance as any item on the mo- 
dern menu, 

CUSTARD HEADS LIST. 

Custard, pumpkin, squash and 
sweet potato pies head Mr. Shaw's 
list. Apple pie has its qualities, too. 
While low in protein, he.says, it is an 
excellent source of heat and energy) 
and has slight}y more food value 
pound for pound than wheat bread. 

So highly does -he regard pie a3 
food, Mr. Shaw suggests that its 
place on the dinner bill is well for- 
ward. When pie is eaten for dessert 
he says, the diner “has had as much 
food as his body requires and 80 
doesn’t get the good that abounds 
in pie. Mr. Shaw thinks. pie should 
precede other dishes. 

In his test with the rats, Mr. Shaw 
psed custard pie made as if for“hu- 
man consumption with two eggs to 
each pint of milk an? the usual 
amount of sugar and spices. He re- 
ported that his subjects had a pie 
appetite from the start and showed 
results. The pie-fed animals became 
sleek and gained weight more rapid- 
ly than ‘those on pieless diet. 

FOOD FACTORS PRESENT 

The ingredients of pie, says Mr. 
Shaw, are such as to nourish .hum- 
an beings as well as rats. Eggs, milk 
and. wheat flour supply proteins. 
Flour also has carbonhydrates and 
so has the sugar of the milk and the 
cane sugar. There are fats in the 
shortentng-of the crust, butter and
